3 . Standards for Height, Weight and Chest measurements, 
(a) Height 
(i) The height of a candidate will be mcasured by making 

him stand against the standard with his feet together , 
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The weight should be thrown on the heels and not 
on the toes or outcr sides of the feet. He will stand 
crcct without rigidity and with the heels, calves, but 
tocks and shoulders touching the standard ; the chin 
will be depressed to bring the vertex of the head 
level uncler the horizontal bar , and the height will be 
1ccorded in inches and quarter parts thcicof, 


In recording the measurements, fractions of less than half 
an inch should not be noted . 

4 . Dental condition 

It should bc etiyure that a sufficient number of natural and 
Yound tcctlı are present for efficient mastication , 


(ii) The minimum acceptable height for 1 candidatc is

(c) Chest. - The chest should be well-day cloped with a mini 
mum iange of expansion of inclicy . The candidate s chest 
will be measured by making liim stand erect with his fect 
together , and his arms raised over his head . The tape will 
be so acljusted round the chest that its upper edge touches the 
inferior angle of the shoulder-blades behind , and is lower 
edge the upper part of the nipples in front. The arms will 
then be lowered to hang loosely by the side. Care will be 
taken that the shoulders are not thrown upwards or backwards 
so as to displace the tape.
